Mr'. G. A. Hodgson, the I'Jl'O president 
-of tho Ontario Motor League and a 
member of the executive committee of 
the Ontario Safety League, speaking 
at tho McCormick Playgrounds re- 
cently. "If the mortorlst could got 
the pedestrian's point of view and the 
pedestrian tho motorist's point, of 
view, I am satisfied there would be 
fewer accidents and fatalities. Each 
should know the other. bas rights on 
tho street aud each should respect 
those rights. Wo need throughout 
the whole country a campaign of, 
safety with a new slogan, 'Courtesy 
First.' 

"Motorists pressed for years for in- 
creased speeds and were finally 
granted a speed of twenty miles in 
towns and cities and twenty-five in 
tho open country. If It can bo 
shown that this speed is a direct fac- 
tor in causing accidents, organized 
motorists would be the first to ask for 
a reduction of the speed limits. 
Statistics show that most automobllo 
accidents happen when tho speed is 
less than fifteen' miles per hour, so. 
that speed is not' really a factor In- 
these accidents. Safety educatiou Is 
tho great thing ; people must "be 
shown that accidents can bo pre- 
vented and that a better spirit of 
co-operation between all classes will 
bring about a real improvement in 
tho situation. If a person alighting 
from a standing street car sees a 
motor approaching he should not take 
It for grantod that tho automoblo 
will stop because of the law on the 
subject. It Is within tho bounds of 
possibility that the driver of tho 
motor may not have his car under 
proper control, and tho law wiU not 
stop a s^ilijii^tj^^^^^'^ 
other hand, it' is up to t'he'drivèré to 
study tho situation continually on tho 
street and be ready to stop the regu- 
lation six feet behind standing street 
cars. I am also opposed to tho prac- 
tico of some motorists of using the 
automobllo horn as a form of harsh 
warning to 'get out of the way.' This 
has often tho effect of making tho 
pedestrian assert his rights, and again 
wo have the unnecessary feeling of 
antagonism and tho lack of co-opérà- 
tion. DiMmV -i"t ' 
"I reg'ret? r continued Mr. Hodgson, 
"that ull motorists aro not responsible 
drivers. 1 believe- that tho organized 
motorists aro careful users of our 
highways and that tho,y || jW > fl < l rt 
all reasonable legislation*- Vm cast- 
ing regulations wore brought about 
in tho interest of safety. 1 feel satis- 
lied that the pedestrian,, will have to 
bo regulated in tho congested areas 
of large cities, as traffic must bo kept 
moviifg safely. Tho ptfdcstrian who 
crosses at intersections, .and refuses, 
to cross between blocks 'is helping to 
keep down the accident toll. 

"Playgrounds enter largely Into 
the question of traffic accidents, and 
f am of the firm 'opinion-' that- 'money 1 
spent on playgrounds is money woH 
Invested. 1 am strongly opposed to 
tho idea of setting apart certain 
streets as play areas at certain Cimes 
of tho day. Tho averago child play- 
ing heedlessly on a protected street 
develops the idea that streets are safe, 
and it Is against human naturo to 
think a child will play on one street 
and keep off another. For lustance, 
if Mrs. Jones, who- lives on a pro- 
tected street,. takes JlLtlc- Willlo out 
to another section "of tho' city 'w'Jiefe 
no street Is set aside for play, It is 
unreasonable to expect him to stay 
off Iho roadway. Let us havo larger 
playgrounds and more of them. 

"Automobile fatalities In 1020 
totalled 61. This figure can be cut by 
75 per cent, in 1921 if people will co- 
operato witli this end in view. We 
aro told that three-quarters of the, 
fatal accidents happ'oned to children. 
1 tell you no legislation In tho land 
will control the child and make him 
responsible. Tho shock Is no less 
severe if it is the child's fault. Every 
driver of a vehicle must use good 
judgment when' children aro on the 
road or even when they are likely to 
bo there. 

"Again, 1 think the press is a big 
factor in this matter of co-operation. 
Each motor fatality gets a seven- 
column head-line, 'Another Automo- 
bile Fatalllty.'- The coroner'3 jury 
may bring in a irue bill, but when 
the case goes before the courts and all 
the evidence lis brought out, the 
motorist is usually exonerated and 
the press give this news a few lines. 
If the papers would show when the 
pedostrian Is at fault and when the 
motorist is wrong this publicity 
would do a greaf deal towards wiping 
out much of the existing ill-feeling 
between pedestrians and motorists; I 
am both a motorist and a pedestrian, 
and I believe 1 catr-speak for both in 
making my pica foT 'co-operatlou. • 

"Finally, I want'to point out to you 
tho vital importance of town planning 
in connection with street accidents. 
For instance, Toronto, with a popula- 
tion of 600,000, with over 30,000 
motor cars, with thousands of wagons 
and street cars; has narrow roadways 
designed for the traffic of fifty years 
ago. A city with narrow streets 
breeds traffic accidents unless drastic 
action is" taken. 1 believe- we shall 
come to the question of taking the 
street cars off certain main thorough- 
fares and lSyittg one way street-car 
lines on other streets. Above every- 
thing, though,- may I pload with you 
for your co-operation in thin ques- 
tion of preventing accidents; 'and let 



me bespeak your hearty support of 
tho Safety League's campaign." 

"A few days ago wo had occasion 
to comment on ridiculous statements 
made by certain people in regard to 
the large Incr'wse In automobile fatal- 
ities," says R. B. Morley, goner.il 
manager Ontario Safety League, In a 
statement just issued. "We now want 
to disabuse the minds of motorists of 
an idea that has sprung up lately, to 
wit, that 75 per cent, to 90 per cent, 
of the motor accidents aro due to 
pedestrians. To hear some- people 
talk one would think that careless- 
ness was an attribute of tho pedes- 
trian only, but we know that careless- 
ness, recklessness and thoughtlessness 
are not confined to any one class. As 
the Safety League's calendar for April 
says, 'Motorists and pedestrians owe 
it to themselves to go fifty-fifty on 
the caution stuff.' The motorist 
should remember that the pedestrian 
has less chance than the motorist; 
that he, therefore, cannot afford to 
be careless, and that in an accident 



Involving both, tho pedestrian is the | 
person who always gets the worst of! 
the encounter; that Is to say, the j 
driver of the automobile is always la 
the safer position-. 

"Those efflc'ency experts who ! 
throw the blame In their statistics on 
the pedestrian as a class include tho 
children. We cannot repeat too often 
that children are not careless, they 
arc carefree and there is absolutely 
no excuse, of any possible form or 
manner, that can be offered for a 
driver taking a chance when tho chil- 
dren arc or may be on the roadway. 
It makes little difference to, the 
mother of a child killed whether- the 
fault lay with ber child or the 
motorist. The old and munh-distjussed 
question of speed crops up again. It 
Is easier to stop a car at f If tepn , than 
at twenty-five miles as hour; it is 
easier to stop at twenty" than at forty 
miles an hour. But lot us repeat In 
closing that no one group has a cor- 
ner on carolessness, and that It HI 
behooves any of us to try to throw tho 

r fellow."
